NAVAL INCREASE PASSES SENATE. 


Thousand More Men to Be Enlisted 
and Militia May Be Used. 
Washington, D. C., Match 2.—The bill 
passed by the Senate today for the increase 
of the navy attracted considerable attention 
in view of the tension of Spanish-Cuban af- 
fairs. In explaining the measure Mr. Hale 
of Maine, who reported it from the Naval 
committee, said that while he did not bes 
lieve the United States would be involved in 
war as a result of the present troubles yet 
he considered it desirable to give the Presi- 


dent authority in case of emergency to call . 


out the naval militia and to charter private 
ships for naval transports. 

The bill as passed authorizes the addition 
of 1,000 enlisted men to the navy, the enlist- 
ing for not more than two years of the na\ al 
militia forces in case of emergency, and the 
of transport ships in case of 
emergency. The bill passed under the five- 
minute rule and by unanimous vote. An- 
other bill of general interest which passed 
establishes a retired list for the revenue 
marine service similar _to the retirement 
system of the army and navy., Most of the 
day was given to the Senate calendar, and 
many minor bills were passed.

Disgusted at the Idea of Recognizing 
the Insurrectionists. * 

New York, March 2.—{Special.J—In an- 
swer to questions bearing on the incident at 
Madrid, which were cabled to the Spanish 
Government by the New York Journal, 
the following reply was received tonight: 

* The President of the Council of Ministers 
to Hearst, the Editor of the Journal, New 
York: The constitution of Spain provides 
that the sovereign shall not intervene in 
politics except through the responsible 
Ministers, » 

* Under the circumstances her Majesty, the 
Queen Regent, has ordered that I, being the 


Chief of the Government, shal] make an- 


swer to the dispatch of the editor of the New 
York Journal. 

“Nothing has taken place.in Madrid 
against the United States, for those who 
took part in the demonstrations did not in 
any many manner pass through the doors 


-of the two buildings over which the flag of 


the United States floats, nor did they utter 
other cries than that of ‘ Long live Spain.’ 

“The American Consulate in Barcelona 
is under military guard. It is not known 
whence the stone which broke a win- 
dow was thrown, an insignificant act. Yet 
it would be impossible to deny that the senti- 
ment of disgust in Spain today is unanimous 
and exceedingly deep-seated, as, indeed, it 
has not been felt since the beginning of the 
century. 

“It is based on the proposal to recognize 
the belligerency of a few insurrectionists, 
who do not fixedly possess a single foot of 
the ample territory of the Island of Cuba; 
nor have they other communication with the 
sea than deserted shores, where, during the 
night, they disernbark their contraband arti- 
cles; nor dare they attack any town of impor- 
tance; nor accept formal battle: nor do any- 
thing more than fire estates and burn small 
scttlements and assassinate Spaniards, 

“ Joined to the disgust which this proposi- 
tion has excited is that of seeing the truth so 
notoriously disowned, as was shown in the 
recent debates. Nothing is easier to prove 
than that the Spanish army scrupulously 
respects the rights of the wounded and of 
prisoners, and conducts war as humanely 
as war has ever been conducted in America 
or Europe.”’

WORK OF X RAY INVESTIGATORS. 


What the Chiéago Experimenters Are 
Trying to Discover. 

The X ray experimenters in Chicago, with- 

out an exception, have stopped working on 

the popular side of the mysterious ray and 


are proceeding on a strictly scientific basis. “ 


They are now trying to learn what the ray 
is, or, more accurately, what it is not. 

At the Western Electric company’s labor- 
atory nothing is being done, according to 
Charles E. Scribner, that would interest 
the public. A number of Crookes tubes 
have been perfected and many scientific 
tests made. 


At St. Ignatius College: Father Meiner is 


working with different voltages and varied 
exposure. An interesting exPériment was 
made yesterday at this laboratory. Strips 
of metal were exposed to the ray for one 
hour and thirty minutes. The negative 
showed the thinner strips were affected to 
a marked degree. Father Meiner believes 
it is only a question of the size of the tube, or 
the strength of the electric current, that de- 
lays the possibility of looking through a 
steel shaft. By connecting all the positive 
poles of the tube he has succeeded best in 
his work. Within two weeks he will receive 
a consignment of goods from Germany, 
which will include a fluorescent screen, so 
the observer may see at once the shadow of 
the object instead of waiting for the longer 
process of photography. 

At the University of Chicago and at the 
Armour Institute the entire work of the 
professors is conducted with a view to the 
final solution of the ray problem. ‘** When 
we are satisfied that we are right we will

WITH A CRUSHING DEFEAT.

“Kid” MeCoy Surprises Everybody 
by Whipping the Ex-Champion in 
Fifteen Rounds—The Loser'’s Evil 
Desigus on Middleweight Cham- 
plonship Knocked Into a Cocked 
Hat—Makes a Game Fight, but Is 
Outclassed—Winner a Wonder.
